TN A WIDE FRONT 


Armies Advancing on the) 


Upper Stripa and Beyond 
the Dniester — Belgian 
Contingent Is Fighting on 
the East Front. 


Italians Add to Gains East of 
Gorizia and on the Carso 
Plateau—French Take Ver- 
dun Trenches. 


British Report Recapture of 
Most of Ground Taken by 
the Germans to the North 


of Pozieres. 


PETROGRAD, Aug. 15.—The rapid 
Russian advance in Galicia continues, 


Russian troops are crossing to the west- 
ern banks of the Ziota Lipa and By- 
stritza-Solotvina, and are advancing 
along the Upper Stripa, the War Office 
announced today. 

Last night's statement said: 

“In the region of the River Sereth we 
are advancing successfully. One of our 
valiant regiments, after fording the 
River Tukh, a tributary of the Sereth, 
in water up to their chests, drove out 
the enemy from a series of trenches. 

“On the Zlota Lipa front, after hav- 
ing repelled the enemy, we reached the 
left bank of the River Deniuv, an af- 
fluent of the Zlota Lipa, and the Zlota 
Lipa itself, where we crossed to the 
western bank at some points. 

“Our offensive to the northwest of 
the Dneister continues. As a result of 
a stubborn fight we captured here the 
village of Tustobaby, which was pro- 
tected by dense lines of well-prepared 
communication trenches, in which the 
enemy met our troops with a terrific 
machine gun fire. 

“On Sunday, when we captured the 
sniall town of Zboroff, on the Stripa, a 
Belgian cyclist company, which was ac- 
companied by their armored cars, dis- 
tinguished themselves by assisting our 
troops in the capture of the towa.” 


FRENCH ADVANCE 
ON FLEURY ROAD 


300 Yards of German Trenches 


Captured in the Verdun 
Neighborhood. 

PARIS, Aug. 16.—French troops cap- 
tured German trenches on a front about 
$00 yards long and 100 yards deep north 
of the chapel of Sainte Fine at the in- 
tersection of the Fleury and Vaux 
roads on the right bank of the Meuse 
in the Verdun sector last night, says 
the War Office statement today. On 
the Somme front the French artillery 
was very active at Belloy, Estrees and 
Lihons. 

The statement of last night said: 

“Yesterday evening an enemy aero- 
plane threw bombs, including several 
of an incendiary type, on Rheims, while 
the German batteries fired on different 
quarters of the town. The civil hos- 
pital adjoining the Church of St. Rem|l, 
and a dispensary, were destroyed. Six 
civillans were killed.” 

More than 2000 unwounded prisoners 
and 70 machine guns were captured by 
the French in their operations north of 
the Somme from Aug. 6 to Aug. 13, ac- 
cording to a weekly review issued by 
the War Office. The number of prison- 
ers was increased by 600, who were 
taken in the Verdun sector. 


AUSTRIANS ARE 
REPORTED TO BE 
QUITTING TOLMINO 


Italian Forces Also Said to Be 
Within Thirteen Miles 
of Trieste. 

PARIS, Aug. 15.—Italian troops have 
entered the suburbs of Tolmino which 
is under continuous shell fire, according 
te a dispatch to l.a Liberte from Turin 
today. The Austrians, says the dispatch, 
are evacuating the city. 


GENEVA, Aug.  16.—The Italian ad-

rizia is within 13 miles of Trieste, 
whence the greater part of the Austrian 
flect has sailed for an unknown desti- 
nation, according to a telegram from 
Bucha, Switzerland, today.

New Sewer Again Fails. 
| The new $3,500,000 Mill Creek sewer 
; again felled last night and this morning 
ito carry off its volume of water. The 
| shanhote cover at. Sixth and Rutger 
| streets was blown out and the gushing 
| sewerage washed out both sides of the 
| sidewalk and parts of the street to 
| Broadway, where the bricks and dirt 
eee thrown in a great heap. Street 
cars were stopped for more than an 
| hour. 

Water flooded Broadway fora distance 
of about 2 feet nerth and south of 
, Rutger street, flooding basements. The 
sidewalk and paving of Rutger street 
from Broadway to Second street also 
was washed out in places. 

Early in the morning ® men of the 
City Street Department were put to 
work repaving Rutger street. The dam- 
uge to shopkeepers and merchants is dif- 
ficult to estimate, as the same area was 
flooded Saturday night. 

At the conclusion of his investigation 
to place the blame for the overflow of 
the Mill Creek sewer, Mayor Kiel sent 
for Clinton H. Fisk, city engineer, who 
was in charge of the construction work 
of the sewer. All of the city officials 
agreed that Fiske is chiefly responsible 
for the overflow, as he should have 
caused the removal of an _ eight-foot 
bulkhead at its mouth before giving the 
order to turn the water from the old 
sewer into the new relief tunnel. 

The bulkhead Is a brick wall eight fect 
high built into the mouth of the sewer 
in the early stages of its construction 
by the contractor to protect the work- 
men from possible high water from the 
river. It was built, like all other work 
on the sewer was done, under*the super- 
vision of Fiske. It half stops the sewer 
opening, which is 16 feet high. 


Says Bulkhead Caused Trouble. 

W. E. Rolfe, chief deputy under Presi- 
dent Kinsey of the Board of Public Serv- 
ice, who is away on his vacation, said 
this morning he had figured out that the 
relief sewer is plenty large enough to-do 
the work intended for it and that there 
would have been no overflow but for the 
bulkhead, 

The rainfall of Saturday night, Rolfe 
said, created a flow of 6591 cubic feet of 
water per second into the sewer. The 
capacity of the old sewer is 3524 cubic 
feet per second and of the new one 3420 
cubic feet per second, so that the ca- 
pacity of the two drains is normally 
larger than the flow they were called 
on to carry. The bulkhead also served 
to cut down the gradient of the water 
flow, he said. 

To Remove Bulkhead, 

Rolfe, Street Commissioner Talbert 
and Fisk met in Mayor Kiel’s office 
shortly after 11 o'clock and he told 
them that the bulkhead must be re- 
moved during the day even if it be- 
came necessary to dynamite it. 

He is convinced, he told the three, 
that someone lagged in not removing 
the bulkhead, and said it should have 
been down long ago. He was told 
that it had been planned to remove 
it today if conditions were favor- 
able, but that unfortunately’ they 
were not. He replied that notwith- 
standing conditions it must imme- 
diately be torn out.

GERMAN ANSWER 


Berlin Says Scope of Bombard- 
ments in England Will Be 
Enlarged. 


RERLIN, Aug. 1, by wireless to Bay- 
ville.—The Government has tranemitted 
to the Reichstag a White Book In regard 
to the case of the British patrol boat 
Baralong, members of whore crew are 
reported to have killed Germans from a 
submarine sunk by the British a year 
ago. The White Rook contains official 
German and British documents. 

The final report, according to a estate- 
ment given out today by the Overseas 
News Agency, says: 

“The German Government, replying to 
the declarations of the British Govern- 
ment in regard to the German memo- 
randum of Jan. 10, 1914, on the Haralone 
case (in which Germany rejected the 
British proposal to submit the case to a 
neutral board), said it had deelded on 
account of the British Government's at- 
titude that it was impossible ta con. 
tinue negotiations. At the same time, 
the Government announced it would take 
reprisals of a nature corresponding with 
the provocation, adding: 

“'Or course, the Government hae de- 
clined to respond to the crimes commit- 
ted by the British seamen by carrying 
out similar reprisals; for inetance, the 
shooting of British prisonerea of war 
Rut German airships will convines the 
PMingliah people that Germany hae the 
means of preventing from going wun 
atoned the cruelties of the officers and 
crew of the Raralong.'’ 

The German reply pointe out that for- 
merly particular consideration wae giv. 
en in employing Zeppeline for military 
purposes, but eald that in view of the 
Haralong incident a different attitude 
would be adopted. The Government's 
purpose is quoted as follows hy the newe

Correspondence on Disarming Mer- 
chantmen, Interned Germans and 
Proximity ef Allied Warships. 


WASHINGTON, Atig. 15.—The third 
edition of the American White Book, 
containing tdbulated copies of cor- 
respopfence exchanged by the State 
Hepartment with European belliger- 
ents in recent months, has been is- 


sued by the department. 

In reply to Secretary lLansing's 
suggestion that merchantmen be dis- 
armed, the British Ambassador, in a 
memorandum dated March 23, says 
the allies are “unable to agree that 
upon a nonguaranteed German prom- 
ise human life may be surrendered 
defenseless.” 

Secretary Lansing, on Nov. 16, 
1915, it is shown, sent a note to the 
German Ambassador summarizing a 
dozen cases in which German officers 
and men had escaped from German 
cruisers interned in the United 
States, and requesting that the Ger- 
man Government promptly return 
any of these men who might bo 
within German jurisdiction to the 
United States. 

In a note dated March 20, answer-

163 NEW PARALYSIS CASES

Number Was Ninety-Five Yesterday 
—Thirty-Nine Deaths From Dis- 
ease in Twenty-Four Hours. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—During the 4% 
hours ending at 10 a. m. today, 163 new 
cases of infantile paralysis and 39 deaths 
were reported to the Health Department. 
This is an increase in new cases of near- 
ly 100 per cent over yesterday’s figures, 
which showed % were stricken with the 
}plague and 31 killed. Failure of physi- 
clans to report cases over the Sunday 
holiday was suggested as a reason for 
the increase in today’s figures. Since the 
epidemic began there have been 6532 

cases and 1464 deaths. 

New Jersey’s State-wide quarantine 
against the plague was put into ef- 
fect today. Spectal guards were placed 
at all terminal points to prevent chil- 
dren under 16 years of age from en- 
tering the State and local restrictions of 
the most stringent character were or- 
dered at the various coast resorts.

TO TAKE SHARE OF 


Says Everyone involved Is Re- 
sponsible to the Degree in 
' Which He Holds Power.

LONDON, Aug. 15.—‘‘I have just had 
a conversation with an eminent neutral | 
who visited Berlin on business of an offi- 
cial character several times in the, 
course of the last month,”’ the Berne 
(Switzerland) correspondent of the Daily 
News reports under date of Aug. %. 
“During his first visit he and:the other 
members of the deputation charged with 
this mission were entertained at tea by 
the Empress. The Emperor, just back 
from a visit to the western front, looked 
im at the function. 

“f gend you privately the details of 
my informant’s status and the objects 
of the mission which devolved upon him, 
the particulars cf ich cannot now be 

published. Referring to the outstanding 
ner of his first visit, he said substan- 


tially: 

“1, ig very rare that official deputa- 
tions representing Germany's allies or 
n2tral countries leave Berlin without 
recciying an invitation to take tea with 
the Empress. Our good fortune lay in 
the fact that the Kaiser entered just as 
we were beginning our second cups of 
tea. He was in uniform, and, as far as 
I can remember, the Iron Cross was 
the only decoration d‘splayed. 

Presented to the Kaiser. 

“*An official of the German Foreign 
Office and our own diplomatic repre- 
sentatives at Berlin presented us to 
the Kaiser, who at once signaled us to 
be seated. During the remainder of 
the function the Emperor engaged in 
conversation alternately with the Em- 
press and the head of our deputa- 
tion. 

** ‘He did not strike me at allas a man 
who was suffering intense mental an- 
guish or who had an intolerable bur- 
den upon his conscience. I have seen 
many men whose rent was overdue 
look much more worried. There are 
deep lines certainly across his forehead, 
and his hair contains many gray 
streaks, but the same might be said 
ot most men of his age. 

“1 heard afterward that the Kaiser 
suffers greatly from sleeplessness and 
\that, with a view to soothing his nerves 
each night, on his physician’s recom- 
nrendation, he takes a long motor drive 
in an open automobile. 

“ ‘After tea the Empress and her 
ladies retired, and the conversation be- 
came more general. The Kaiser spoke 
to each of us in turn, commonplace 
phrases enough, about the weather,.new 
books that were being published, the 
efficiency of the German railways sys- 
tem—a remark prompted by our quick 
and comfortable journey from Munich 
to Berlin. He seemed to be making 
an effort to keep off the delicate topic 
of the war, but the leader of our party 
gave him an opportunity by mention- 
ing our astonishment and admiration 
for the discipline and the unanimity of 
the Germans.

Had Written to Brother a 


Describing Bombardment and 
Life in Trenches. 


Wilfred Robson, 22 years old, son 
of David Robson of 4298E Finney 
avenue, was killed by a shell on 
July 22 when delivering Hritish dis- 
patches “somewhere in France.” Of- 
ficial notification of his death was 
received by his father yesterday 
from the British Government. 

The notification stated that young 
Robson was bearing messages fron 
one section of a trench to another 
when a shell burst near him. He 
was killed instantly. 

Wrote to Brother. 

David Robson, accompanied by his 
two elder sons, came to St. Louis two 
years ago from Yorkshire, England. 
He left his son, Wilfred, and a younger 
son in Yorkshire. Wilfred, who had 
been a steward in a large sanitarium 
at Yorkshire, enlisted last March, and 
after his training camp experiences was 
sent to the trenches in’ France. 

On June 10, last, he spent an entire 
night writing a letter to his brother, 
Percy, who lives in St. Louis. This let- 
ter contains a graphic description of 
life in the trenches and tells of the 
Vriter’s experiences under a fierce bom- 
bardment.

We are having a 
‘rest’ now, go out early in the morning 
and get back in the late afternoon— 
then, after having dinner, equipment 
and rifle cleaned and a wash, have 
from about half past six to ourselves. 
Not much time is it? Yet letters have 
to be answered, purchases made from 
the village, a mile or so away, and 
people wonder why letters to the troops 
are not answered quickly. Life in Dil- 
lets is not at all bad—you can guess 
what it's like, sleeping in an old stable 
or a hayloft with plenty of air holes 
around and above. 

“Now I have given you as presentable 
a picture of life on active service as 
I can in a short letter. You will not 
wonder at my views being rather in 
favor of civilian or home life. I don't 
want to make you think this is glorious 
at all. The grim facts are too much 
against it, but I have painted it in as 
glowing colefts as 1 can. Naturally, 
when a man enlists he does so for 
the purpose of helping his country— 
and to stand up for his religious prin- 
ciples, and so accepts all the hard- 
ships with as good a heart as possible. 

“It is making a man of me, just what 
I needed, and I can do my corner along 
with the next. I wonder how I should 
have felt in civilian life after doing a 
day’s digging and having a six, seven 
or eight mile walk to and from the job 
in addition. That's what we used to do; 
now we have not such a long walk. We 
did it on a biscuit and cheese for din- 
ner, getting a hot meal on our return.

d'Alene, Idaho, at noon, defended him- 
self on the charge that he lacked con- 
structive policy. 

In the discussion of the tariff the 
nominee declared that the Democratic 
party claimed credit for ‘‘the great pros- 
perity that the country is enjoying to- 
day.” 

“They seem to think,” he said, “that 
the American people are so lacking in 
intelligence that they do not know the 
sources of this prosperity. They seem 
to think that the American people have 
short memories. I think it will be found 
on election day that the American peo- 
ple have very good memories. 

“Our opponents proposed four years 
ago to reduce the cost of living. They 
said that what was necessary was to 
reduce the tariff and, that done, down 
would come the cost of living. They 
proceeded to reduce the tariff, but they 
did not reduce the cost of living. What 
they did was to reduce the opportunities 
to make a living. They did that right 
effectively.”’ 

The nominee reviewed conditions of 
unemployment in the country soon after 
the outbreak of the war. 

‘‘Had there been a taking of stock at 
that time,’’ he said, “had the American 
people been able to voice its condemna- 
tion, there would not have been much 
left of the Democratic party, for the 
people understood what had happened 
to the American Commonwealth, and 
why.” 

Hughes referred to the fact that ex- 
ports are higher today than ever be- 
fore. 

“IT am told that in zinc alone exports 
jumped in a year 3000 per cent,’’ he said 
“Exports of mules jumped 2500 per 
cent in one year. Perhaps that was due 
to the Democratic party. 

“Why, it is an insult to the intelli- 
gence of the American people to charge 
that, or credit that abnormal artificial! 
prosperity produced by the horrible wa: 
abroad to the policies of the Democratic 
party.”’ 

Hughes also assailed the administra- 
tion for what he termed its lack of pre- 
paredness to meet the situation on the 
Mexican border, charged that the ad- 
ministration had changed its mind oa 
the preparedness issue. Whena_ great 
leader went through the country telling 
the need of preparedness, reiterated that 
he stood for ‘“‘an adequate reasonable 
measure of preparedness.” 

The nominee yesterday addressed his 
first audience made up solely of women 
voters. They heard him in the first of 
two speeches delivered here. Hughes 
touched upon suffrage and his views 
concerning it and reiterated to a large 
extent attacks on the administration 
made earlier at Coeur d'Alene, Idaho. 

“I speak to you women as I do men,” 
the nominee sald. -“‘I- did—not -ecome -here 
to make a different kind of speech from 
the kind I make to men. I know you 
are solicitous about the welfare of this 


country. There is no doubt that the 
heart of womanhood is patriotic afl!l 
through.”’ 


The nominee’s saluation of the wom- 
en as “‘fellow citizens’’ was applauded. 
He told them that he was interested in 
“good national housekeeping’ and the 
means of effecting it. 

“We must have in this country a dif- 
ferent notion about the conduct of our 
business than we have had in the years 
gone by,” he sald. ‘This world is not 
the world of even 2 years ago. This 
world is a world that has found itself. 
It has found itself in the depression of 
a terrible Gethsemane. 

‘Horrible as is the spectacle of war, 
frightful as the waste, we cannot look 
upon them without realizing that a new 
Europe is emerging from this struggle. 
We cannot contemplate the conditions 
of the twentieth century without know- 
ing that there is to be a new spirit in 
the United States if our prosperity is 
to have a firm foundation. It must be 
a spirit which demands efficient, impar- 
tial government in the interests of all 


the people. 
“It is easy for some to become enthu- 
siastic when the bands are playing and 


the flags unfurled, when they hear the 
strains of the national anthem and the 
crowds are around them. But we must 
have a new spirit of enthusiasm in the 
humdrum work of administration, the 
spirit of patriotism in the administra- 
tion of Government. That is the hard- 
est lesson for popular gavernment to 
learn. Every day in the year is a more 
severe test of patriotism than the Fourth 
of July.” 

Hughes declared that he considered a 
protective tariff essential to a continu- 
ance of prosperity. 

“The only chance that the present ad- 
ministration has to carry this election,’ 
he said, ‘“‘is because the European war 
has saved it from a demonstration of its 
inefficiency.” 

At Couer d'Alene, the nominee, re- 
plying to criticisms that he was not ccn- 
structive in his policies, declared at an 
open air meeting that he stood for a 
protective tariff, for a budget system, 
the elimination of the pork barrel, the 
end of extravagance and the appoint- 
ment to public service of men quali- 
fied for office. 

“Is that not constructive?’ Hughes 
asked. ‘I believe that they are the fun- 
damentals of constructive policies which 
this nation is facing today.’’ 

‘I defy our opponents to go through 
the country in this campaign and state 
what they have stated in previous cam- 
paigns about the tariff,’” he sald. ‘“‘They 
don’t dare do it, because we know and 
the world knows that the safety of this 
nation is bound up in the economic prin- 
ciples for which the Republican party 
stands. I do not believe that the Amer- 
ican business man is a rogue; I do not 
believe that the American business man 
is unworthy of confidence; I do not be- 
lieve in trying to deride America’s suc- 
cess and the men in America who are 
successful. If that were so God save 
the commonwealth. 

‘But we have need of surgery. When 
we have need of surgery. let the knife 
be skillfully applied by a skillful sur- 
geon.”’ . 

Hughes reiterated his declaration for a 
national budget system. “I do not know 
anything in the line of conservative 
work in this country that is more needed 
than that,”’ he said. “It is fGndamental. 
But I tell you you cannot do it, if you 
are running the departments of our 
Government for mere partisan expodi 
ency or to reward political workers with 
offices that they are not qualified to 
fill.” 

Hughes said he considered the elimina- 
tion of the “pork barrel” as a conserva- 
tive policy. *““‘We have poured too much 
American money into streams a few 
Inches deep and have nothing to show 
for it,” he said.

FF TO TEXAS 10 
GET 1918 SHOW 


Wholesale Men Will Work to 
Bring International Exhibition 
to This City. 


Twenty members of the St. Louis Fiore 
ists’. Club, headed by Henry G. Bern- 
ing, a wholesale florist, departed yester- 
day for Houston, Tex., to attend the 
national convention of the Society of 
American Florists, being held there tnis 
week, and to present the bid of ‘x. 
Louis for the 1918 International Flow~1 
Show, which is held every four years. 
New York, Chicago, Cleveland, Detro*‘t 
and Pittsburg are after the show, but 
St. Louis stands in a fair way to secure 
it, Berning said. 

Interest of local florists is centered on 
preliminary plans for the National 
Flower Show, to be given in the First 
Regiment Armory under the auspices of 
the St. Louis Florists’ Club, March 15, '6, 
17 and 18, 1917, which is expected to rival 
in beauty the internaticnal exhibition 
sougnt by this city for 1918. 

Membership of 150, 

The club has a.membership of 150 flor- 
ists and has set plans afoot to en-l! 
at least 5000 conservatory owners, gar- 
‘dleners and lawn planters to prepare ex- 
nibits for the armory show. Beginning 
Sept. 14, the club will hold semi-monthly 
meetings in the Odd Fellows’ Buildir,, 
at which members and others interest 
ed in floriculture may hear lectures by 
experts on every phase of the science. 
A committee is at work enrolling ama- 
teurs, who desire to participate in the 
show. 

March was chosen for the show b>- 
cause the variety and abundance of hot- 
house flowers are greater in that moath 
than at any other time of the year, 
and particularly because bulbous plants, 
such as hyacints, tulips, narcissi, jon- 
quils and cyclamens; herbaceous plants, 
such as rhododendrons and azaleas, and 
foliage plants, such as palms, ferns. and 
croton, at that season, are at the ze- 
nith of development, beauty and fresi:- 
ness. 

Marly Spring Best Time. 
Early spring also is the only time of 
the year when tropical plants ani cit- 
rous fruit trees can be advantagcously 
shown, 

The cut flower exhibit will be the big 
feature of the show. Other cities within 
a radius of 1000 miles of St. Louis win 
have exhibits of roses, orchids, tulips, 
carnation, sweet violets, prim- 
rcses, lilies of the valley, antirrhiniums, 
delphiniums and the like, all of which 
when raised in green house are at their

All the 
St. Louis florists will compete. 
Special sections and awards will he 


provided for conservatory keepers, gar- 
deners and home lawn planters. For 
the benefit of the class daily demonstra- 
ticns in planting, bedding, arranging, 
general cultivation and pruning, and in 
the use of \fertilizer and insecticides, will 
bs given on the grounds of the armory. 
A demonstration in the care of the hardy 
perennials, such as phlox, hardy 
calliopsis, centaureas and clematis, also 
will be given on the grounds. 

The club expects to spend $35,000 on 
the show, Windler said, which, with the 
co-operation of amateur floriculturists, 
srould make it rank favorably with the 
great flower shows of the East.

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Men in Mounted Service on 
Border Learn to Love

LAREDO, Tex., Aug. 15.—City men, 
late from the era of gasoline, flivers 
and joy rides, who are serving with the 
mounted troops at Laredo are looking 
back on their “engine troubles’’ with’ 
fond feelings as they regulate the daily 
lives of their fiery steeds. 

Horses come first, then the men, in the 
artillery or cavalry. The folks at home 
might think that the first bugle in the 
morning means breakfast. But not so. 
The men fall in line, march to the sta- 
bles and feed and water the horses. The 
men are probably given this work to 
make them wide awake, for anyone who 
fools around these horses’ heels half 
asleep may wake up in the base hospital. 
After the needs of the horses have been 
attended to, the men may wash and eat 
their own meal. After drill in the morn- 
ings the horses are again fed and wa- 
tered and groomed. At tea time fn the 
afternoon they are again nursed by our 
patriotic citizenry, and after the evening 
mess the soldier has them in his care 
for his last daily duty. 

He arises with them, cares for them 
all day, knocks off work with them and 
may have to chase any of them at night.

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TWO REASONS FOR OPTIMISM. 

Too much hope should not be built in these 
hours of suspense on the pressure which even a 
President can bring to bear upon the unyielding 
contestants in the railroad dispute. 

The representatives of neither side could afford 
to reject the invitation to present their case at the 
White House. That strike measures are held in 
abeyance until the results of the joint interviews 
at Washington could be known does not mean 
much. 

But with recourse so narrowed that only a single 
figure stands between the American public and the 
dismaying adventure of a continental transporta- 
tion tie-up, two features in the situation give cause 
for optimism. ' 

One is found in Mr. Wilson’s announcement that 
if those officially representing the railroads show 
an uncompromising attitude on minor points, he 
will go over their heads and appeal to the railroad 
presidents and others who control our great trans- 
portation systems. 

The other feature is his resort to a parlia- 
mentary device that is often effective in eliminat- 
ing stubborn factors in a deadlock. He proposes 
a division of the question. 

The men demand an eight-hour day with pay 
at the rate of time and a half for work in excess 
of eight hours. 

Mr. Wilson proposes that the railroads grant 
the eight-hour day without arbitration. This would 
lengthen the yardstiek by which pay is measured, 
but would not impose an intolerable new charge 
on railroad revenue. It would afford a test dur- 
ing experimental. months of the railroad claim 
that the eight-hour day is for the industries alone 
and is not adapted to transportation conditions. 

With the eight-hour day agreed to, there would 
remain the proposal for time and a half. The men 
profess this is desired, not to give increased pay, 
but to serve as a heavy penalty forcing reluctant 
managers to put the eight-hour day in effect under 
circumstances they might otherwise assert rend- 
ered it impracticable. 

Disinterested arbiters might hold something 
less than time and a half equitable, but with this 
as the sole point to be adjusted, arbitration ought 
to be accepted. ; 

The President is showing a practical grasp of 
the technique of reconciling irreconcilable differ- 
ences. The subject will at least be so clarified 
that if a strike comes the public will know on 
whom to visit the responsibility. 

And the public’s attitude is unchanged. It sees 
no excuse for the vast dislocation of our relations 
as a people that would result from the isolation 
a strike would bring to the myriad of prosper- 
ous and peaceful communities of America. 
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ADDITION AND SUBTRACTION.

Louis Fair Association, the Executive Committee 
of which meets this afternoon to perfect plans for 
a big fair this coming October and to make the 
annual fair a permenent event. 
St. Louis is a metropolis, but she is indissolu- 
bly bound to her vast agricultural supply and 
trade regions. A well conducted annual fair is 
a splendid connecting link between city and coun- 
try and its attractions, with its opportunity for a 
genuine outing, are always enjoyed by city people 
with red blood. 
Automobile races, a farm pageant, a great dis- 
play of fine horses, cattle, poultry, produce, fruits, 
etc., and, it is to be hoped, some features not 
strictly agricultural, such as the latest thing in 
aviation, will make an enjoyable and profitable 
fair.

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UNHXPEOTED STORMS. 

After a local forecast which read, “Fair tonight 
and tomorrow,” St. Louis experienced Saturday 
evening one of the worst electrical storms, with 
a deluge of rain that flooded the streets and 
burst up out of the sewers. 

The forecaster admits that his office was taken 
completely by surprise. The weather map showed 
no indications of rain, and reports from Kansas 
City, St. Joseph and other points showed that 
the weather was clear. 

So it appears that the condition of the weather 
within a radius of some hundreds of miles can- 
not be taken as a certain guide in forecasting 
weather for the place where the forecaster is 
located, at least in the case of an electric storm, 
In such a storm, the factor that probably brings 
about the weather disturbance is the difference 
in electrical tension between the upper atmos- 
phere and the earth’s surface at a given point. 

It would certainly appear that in Saturday 
night’s storm and the disturbances which have 
followed it the differences in tension between 
the clouds and the earth was very great. When- 
ever lightning flashes descend to earth with such 
frequency and terrifying effect, thunder following 
instantaneously and almost continuously, one 
may be sure that the display is the result of a 
tension that has grown until it had to give way. 

To forecast such a storm we need instruments 
that will record the increase or decrease in this 
fluctuating electrical tension.

The navy’s “Plattsburg camp” begins today. 


from Atlantic ports must be distinguished from 
the familiar yearly cruises of the naval militia.

They will learn some of the rudiments of the 
service that will give them an efficiency far great- 
er than that of green landlubbers in an emergency. 
They can scarcely fail to acquire some of the 
traditions and spirit of the navy and come back 
advocates of an adequate naval policy and of gen- 
eral preparedness on land and sea. 
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A little more of the milk of human kindness 
might prevent dairy strikes. 
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FOURTH-DEGREE MANSLAUGHTER. 
Fourth-degree manslaughter was the charge 
brought against George Schneider, dairy foreman, 
who killed Striker William Mitchell. This re- 
mark is attributed to Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Bishop after the inquest: 

“It wes no wonder he shot him, a man being 


beaten as he was.” 
Does the fact that a man has been beaten en- 


title him to shoot the first person he meets there- 
after? Does it entitle him to inflict the capital 
penalty even on one of his assailants, if he 
should encounter such assailant after his own 
jeopardy has passed? | 

The testimony showed that Mitchell was shot 
some time after attach when he was in the ac- 
tual custody of a policeman and in a fair way 
to being punished for his part in the assault, 
assuming that he had a punishable part in it, 
which is by no means certain. Strike violence on 
either side is not discouraged by a charge in 
such a case of fourth-degree manslaughter, for 
which the penalty may be as low as $100 fine. 
This seems pre-eminently a case in which the 
degree of homicide should be determined by a 
jury after consideration ofall the facts.

CLEVELAND, 0O., Aug. 18.—John D. Rocke- 
felier does not always follow the easiest way. 

Talking on the subject “Why Men Fail,”

In France it has been about §& per 
cent and in Italy about 30 per cent. 

Russia, because of her vast productivs 
population and great agricultural re- 
sources, has felt the strain less keenly 
than any of the other Powers, and. 
while accurate estimates are impossible, 
it is likely that the average Increase 
jn the necessities of life has been 6nily 
1 to 15 per cent. 

Except for the stringent official regu- 
lation of the sale and -consumption of 
foodstuffs in Germany, it is probab!e 
that the IXaiser’s subjects would now be 
facing starvation. Meat,. butter, lard. 
eggs, beans and lentils have soared high- 
est in Germany. Milk and dairy prod-

ucts have become luxuries for the ricn. 
The increase in beef and mutton pric s 
is about 125 per cent, but pork has in- 
creased only about 75 per cent. 

The Government has attempted to 
keep potatoes at a low price, but at 
times they have been practically unpro- 
curable. 

In Russia the prohibition of alcohwl 
has effected a saving to the people 
which probably more than compensates 
for the increased price of foods.
